Current Publications. 


A most readable article indeed is Mr. 
Corwin’s ‘‘On the Formation of a Collec- 
tion” in the May ‘‘American Journal of 
Philately.” Mr. J. W. Scott also contrib- 
utes an article on “Bi-colored Stamps” 
that is of much value. The ‘Revised 
List” has reached the close of the 1870 
issue of envelopes and is prepared in a 
most thorough manner. 

The May issue of the ‘“‘American Phil- 
atelist” is, as usual, the best periodical 
received. The usual continued articles 
are given; Lieut. Partello has a very 
readable paper on ‘‘The American Phil- 
atelic Assoeciation;” and the correspon- 
dence department fairly bristles with the 
views of different persons on different 
subjects. ‘‘Niemand” urges the collec- 
tion of the U. S. Penalty envelopes which 
in my opinion are as legitimate objects to 
collect as any other official wrappers used 
to frank mail, not excepting the Depart- 
mentenvelopes. The official and society 
reports make up the balance of the num- 
ber. 


The June ‘Philatelic Journal of Amer- 
ica” has even less than its usual limited 
amount of reading matter; the continua- 
tion of the catalogue is about all that can 
be said of it. 

Alvah Davison contributes an interest- 
ing paper on ‘‘Early Postage in the United 
States” to the May ‘Collector's Ledger ;” 
it is illustrated with cuts of a number of 
the early band-stamps. A portrait and 
sketch of Mr. F. H. Pinkham are also 
given. 

In the April ‘‘Philatelic Gazette” ‘“Tyro” 
gives a very apt illustration of the bene- 
fits (?) to be derived from individual ex- 
changes with foreign collectors; not that 
his experience is always the case, but it 
can safely be said that such is the experi- 
ence of the majority. ‘‘Rusticus” con- 
tinues his bright ‘‘Rambling Observa- 
tions,” and manages to strike the nail 
squarely on the head more than once. 

What could have induced the ‘‘Quaker 
City Philatelist” to publish the ‘Kaler- 
maraic Chronicies” is a mystery to me. 
I condemned them on sight of the first 
installment on account of their woeful 
lack of the slightest degree of literary 
merit, and now that the subject matter 
has developed into a libelous screed 
against Mr. Pat. Chalmers the publication 
is more to be wondered at. The man that 
can wilfully accuse Mr. Chalmers and 
many leading American philatelists of 
the despicable crime of bribery must him- 
self be lacking in integrity and moral 
sense. No wonder he is ashamed to put 
his name to the production! In the same 
journal is an article on mounting post 
cards and envelopes—copied from the 
plan of Mr. Kurzweg published in the 
‘‘Western Philatelist” a number of months 
ago. 

The April ‘International Collector” has 
more than its usual amount of matters 
philatelical, including a letter from Mr. 
Tiffany on collecting stamped envelopes 
entire. 

Henry Clotz is the ‘‘Man of Stamp” 
whose portrait is presented with ‘‘The 
Stamp” forMay. 
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The ‘‘Badger State Philatelist” (Apl.) 
has nothing but its story. 

In the May *‘Colleetor’s Review” Frank 
Arthur argues that one may be a philate- 
list without possessing a stamp collection 
with which view I energetically coincide. 

In the April ‘‘Halifax Philatelist’” Henry 
Hechler advances his views on fiscal 
stamps used for postage and claims that 
an unused fiscal stamp that can be used to 
pay postage should be ranked with post- 
age stamps, because it is equally available 
for postage or revenue. I am inclined to 
agree with Mr. Hechler in this,—certain- 
ly I would perfer the unused fiscal to one 
postmarked to order. 

The ‘‘Toronto Philatelic Journal” (May) 
also has article by Mr. Hechler, in which 
are described some slight variatious of 
type in the 1879 issue of Salvador. The 
lc. and 2c. values I have examined and 
find the following differences: In the Ic., 
if the line forming the base of the mount- 
ain were extended to the right it would 
touch, in type a, the top of the letter A; 
in type b, it would touch the letter D: in 
the 2c the lettering of type a is larger and 
more irregular than that of type b, and 
the latter has quite a distinct patch of 
white sea at the base of the inner oval. 
The beaded line mentioned by Mr. Hech- 
ler can hardly be taken as a guide, as it 
occurs and is omitted in each type. These 
two are certainly distinct dies and should 
be catalogued and collected as seperate 
issues. There are many minor variations 
to be observed in the sheets. The higher 
values are also said to present similar var- 
iations, but Mr. Hechler does not discribe 
them nor do any appear in quite anumber 
of specimens that I have examined. 


‘Philately from the Outside” is the cap- 
tion of a paper in the May ‘‘Eastern Phil- 
atelist.” It thinks philately a good ‘‘step- 
ping stone to something higher,” the 
writer evidently having very little knowl- 
edge of the difference between philately 
and stamp collecting. 

‘Philatelic Monstrosities” in the May 
‘International Philatelic Advertiser” is 
not up to the mark of the earlier chapters ; 
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I trust the author will endeavor to regain 
the force of his first work. This journal 
has been sold by Messrs, Krebs Brothers 
to Mr. A. M. Wright. 

The ‘National Philatelist” (May) wants 
the abolition of the age restriction on 
voters inthe A. P. A. Action such as 
they ask for would be hardly wise. As it 
is the franchise is only denied mem- 
bers under 17 years of age, and such are 
only required to pay one-half dues. The 
Association will acquire more young 
members under the present plan than by 
lowering the age limit. 

The business manager of ‘Plain Talk” 
assures me that as soon as it gets rid of 
present contracts there will be no more 
objectionable advertisements in its col- 
umns. 

The ‘‘Philatelic Record” (April) is still 
deep in the intricatices of the early issues 
of New South Wales. Editorially it treats 
of several recent additions to our litera- 
ture. 

The Color Chart of the N. P. S. hasa 
good word spoken for it in the April-May 
‘ Philatelic Times;” this valuable chart 
should have a much more general use. 
The ‘‘American Notes” add nothing to the 
journal. 

‘Yankee Cheek” is what Mr. Herdman, 
in the April ‘‘Miscellany,” calls the pla- 
giarism of one Percy Pollard. In the Feb- 
ruary ‘*Figaro” this Pollard had an arti- 
cle which Mr. Herdman claimed he had 
written for an English weekly. As the 
plagiarist is an A. P. A. member the case 
is so much the worse. 

New journals are the ‘‘Kentucky Stamp 
Magazine,” Crigler & Stevenson, Editors, 
Covington, Ky., and the United States 
Philatelist, S. C. Scott, Calmer, Iowa. 

The ‘Stamp Collector’s Figaro,” as 
wellas some other journals has not appear- 
ed since my last writing. 

Mr. Jewett has at last given up his 
struggle with time and the ‘Philatelic 
Herald” will soon be a thing of the past. 

The new journal I mentioned last month 
as about to be published from Ottawa, 
Ill., is now an assured fact, and we may 
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expect something good. It will be called 
“The Stamp Collector,” will be issued 
July Ist, and is backed by a stock com- 
pany, which, unlike most concerns, it is 
not easy to obtain stock in. Send in your 
subscription (50c.) without fear, as the 
journal will be well worth it and will not 
fail to appear as promised. 

Another, and lesser, new light that will 
begin to shine on July Ist is ‘*Philo’s 
Monthly,” which will be published at 
Grand Crossing, Ill. It will be an 8-page, 
no cover paper, but will guarantee 25cts. 
worth to every one sending that amount 
for a year’s subscription. 

I am indebted to both Dr. Starkweather 
and Mr. Pat Chalmers for copies of the 
“Vienna Weekly News” of April, 10th 
and 17th, containing an interesting des- 
cription of a non-philatelist’s visit to the 
International Postal Museum at Unter- 
Dopling. Would that space would here 
permit me to quote the remarks of the 
custodian, Herr Friedl, on the Chalmers- 
Hill question. 

‘“Genio,” Dr. G. N. Campbell, A. P. A., 
is conducting a philatelic column for the 
‘‘Progressive Age.” 

The people of Dundee, Scotland, held a 
meeting recently to make arrangements 
for the erection of a marble bust of James 
Chalmers. It is thought that the project 
will soon be carried out. 

From Mr. Chalmers comes a new cir- 
cular, a ‘‘Letter to George Henderson, 
Esq.,” which honor I trust will not turn 
that young man’s head, And Mr. Pear- 
son Hill sends me a pamphlet entitled 
“The Origin of Postage Stamps.” At 
last Mr. Hill is obliged to come forth 
from his shell and attempt some defense. 
But it is too late now to laugh Mr. Chal- 
mers down by dubbing his investigations 
the ‘‘Chalmers’ Craze,” or anything else 
but direct evidence. Itis now Pearson 
Hill’s turn to sue for an audience, and let 
him do so in a becoming manner.

The Box-Tortoise. 


Common as this animal is in many por- 
tions of the South I do not think I have 
ever seen an article devoted to it in any 
paper or magazine. 


In the first place, this is the only one 


of this family which has the power of en 
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etc. etc. 


The male measured 5 
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closing itself in its shell. The other 
species can withdraw their head, feet and 
tail, to be sure, but the orifices through 
which they are protruded and withdrawn 
are left open. Not so with the subject 
of our sketch. He can shut himself up 
entirely and it requires a great force to 
pry open the shell. Put him in water 
and he will generally show himself, and a 
hot coal on top of his back is sure to bring 
him out. I hope though that none of my 
readers will try this last method. If 
they do I shall be sorry I ever wrote the 
All the books on Natural History 
I have seen which mention the Box Tor- 
toise or ‘‘Terrapin,” as he is called, state 
that ‘‘he is always found on dry land’ 
that ‘she detests the vicinity of water,’ 
Now this is certainly a mistake. 
I have founda good many and I never 
found one more than twenty-five yards 
from water, and that far, only once, 
Nearly all have been on the bank of some 
small stream, many of them in the water, 
and all were in damp localities. However, 
they do not frequent marshes, etc., but 
small streams running through wooded 
lands. 

The markings of the shell are very va- 
riable. Generally different shades of 
brown and dirty yellow. I have never 
seen two exactly alike. The color of the 
eyes is variable too. Hazel and red seem 
to be the m>st common colors. I measured 


a pair of average size that [ had once. 


~ 


1-4 in length and 
3 1-4in breadth, the under shell being 


measured. This is only the length of the 
shell. The female measured just 1-4 of 


an inch less in every measurement. I 
never found any eggs, but once dissected 
a female and secured three perfectly 
tormed eggs and many others in different 
stages of development. The perfect ones 
were pure white, just as large at one end 
as the other and about 1 1-2 inches in 
length. 

This tortoise’s food consists chiefly of 
plants, especially mush-rooms, and va- 
rious hard-shelled beetles.

partment, some of which stamps never 
would have existed. They have been 
maligned and traduced as never before 
and it has awakened our unbounded en-

thusiasm to see each attack repulsed witl» 
hot shot whenever a head appeared 
above the breastwork, until they won the 
victory. 

Gallileo, Columbus and other noble’ 
men, in advance of the age in which they 
lived, have had _ their persecutions. 
Washington had his enemies, and in our 
time the martyr, Lincoln, the hero, Grant, 
and Dr. Mary Walker have had their ma- 
ligners, but they have passed through the 
fire unscathed and live in the hearts of 
their countrymen. And so we may say of. 
those heroic few who have been the 
means of adding new stamps to our col- 
lections; they have added new stars to 
their crowns, new lustre to their reputa- 
tions, and their names will go thundering 
down the Philatelic eons alongside of 
those of CHALMERS and HILL. 

‘rhe above embodies in substance, the’ 
resolutions passed by The Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Phiiatelists at our 
April meeting.

Following in the 
footsteps of our illustrious Easterm 
Brothers, and in hopes to add one mite to 
our great cause, our Society has been 
working in a quiet way in a similar line, 
but as our efforts seem to lack the neces- 
sary influence we feel the necessity of 
calling to our help that aid from our sis- 
ter societies, in hopes that by united 
effort we may accomplish our ends and 
thereby fulfil the crowning glory to Phil- 
ately. It is this: 


We have long viewea, with envy it 
must be said, the high values of 100, 180, 
200, 280, 800, 500, 600, 700 and 1000 of 
the adhesive postage stamps of Brazil, 
and Portugal and her colonies, and be~ 
lieving that our country, if she continues’ 
to hold her high prestige among the na~ 
tions of the earth, should also issue ad- 
hesive postage stamps and stamped en- 
velopes of these values, and to this end 
we petitioned our Post Master General. 

Mr. Dickinson informs us thatit is be- 
yond his power te comply; as these 
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values for some reason or other beyond 
his comprehension, have never been 
placed on the schedule, and that the only 
way they can be issued will be *‘by special 
Act of Congress.” 

To accomplish this therefore, it will be 
necessary for us either Ist. Write to our 
representation in Congress asking them 
to vote for such a bill, or failing in this, 
2nd. To vote for and elect such members 
to the next cougress as will commit them- 
selves to the bill, or 3rd. To subsidize 
that body. 

As philatelists we have evidently got 
more money than we know what to do 
with and it is suggested that this last 
will probably be the more feasible plan. 
We know the ‘Syndicate,” “Trust,” or 
**pool”, as they have been sarcastically 
called by an inpecunious few are at cur 
back. We now want to hear from our 
sister societies, or individuals who have 
the cause down deep in their hearts.
